After seating Bishop Flores in the bishop’s chair, 
Archbishop Sanchez presented him the crozier, the staff 
symbolizing his new role. The crowd rose to its feet and 
applauded approval.

THEY WENT BY MOTORCADE to St. Patrick Cathedral 
downtown, where Bishop Flores presented his creden- 
tials to Bishop Metzger as some 1,000 persons gathered 
on the cathedral steps. 


Inside the cathedral, once the doors were opened, 
Bishop Flores said Bishop Metzger has “always been a 
source of inspiration” and added, “El Paso without 
Bishop Metzger will never be the same.” The retiring 
bishop stood quietly as the 800-plus crowd inside the 
cathedral gave him a standing ovation.

“In the church there are not and 
cannot be foreigners,” said Cardinal 
Sebastiano Baggio in introducing a 
new Vatican document, “The Church 
and People on the Move,” by the 
Pontifical Commission for Migration 
and Tourism. 


Priests and lay people in Mexico 
have contributed much to the discus- 
sions on the Third General Assembly 
of Latin American Bishops that will be 
held in Puebla this fall, according to 
Auxiliary Bishop Alfredo Torres of 
Mexico City. 


Participants in a Catholic-Episcopal 
consultation unanimously urged their 
bishops to enter into a covenant 
agreement, committing the Newark 
Archdiocese and the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Newark to intense ecumenical 
cooperation. 


The House, by a 364-43 vote, 
approved a bill to make it easier for 
parents to claim tax credits for 
payments to relatives for day care.

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The Pope speaks 


Path of life 


We know that you have labored precisely in 
_order that the words of the good shepherd 
_would be fulfilled: “That they may have life and 

have it to the full.” 


In this regard, your efforts have been 
directed to the eradication of hunger, the 
elimination of subhuman living conditions, and 
the promotion of programs on behalf of the 
poor, the elderly and minorities. 


Among your many activities at the service of 
life there is one which especially at this 
juncture of history, deserves our strongest 
commendation and our firmest support: It is » 
the continuing struggle against what the 
second Vatican council calls the “abominable 
crime” of abortion. 


Disregard for the sacred character of life in 
the womb weakens the very fabric of civiliza- 
tion; it prepares a mentality, and even a public 
attitude, that can lead to the acceptance of 
other practices that are against the funda- 
mental rights of the individual. 


This mentality can, for example, completely 
undermine concern for those in want, mani- 
festing itself in insensitivity to social needs; it 
can produce contempt for the elderly, to the 
point of advocating euthanasia; it can Prepare 
the way for those forms of genetic engineering 
that go against life, the dangers of which are not 

- yet fully known to the general public. =~ 

It is a source of worldwide honor that, in your 
country, so many upright men and women of 
differing religious convictions are united in a 
profound respect for the laws of the Creator and 
Lord of life, and that, by every just means at 
their disposal, they are endeavoring, before the 
witness of history, to take a definitive stand for 
human life. 


In all the hopes, in all the difficulties and 
challenges of your ministry, we exhort you to go 
forward with fidelity and confidence, in the 
communion of the universal church, leading 
your people along the path of life.—Ad limina 
message to midwestern bishops.

The euphemism in the title of Planned Parent- 
hood really should be exposed. The more | hear its 
representatives and the more | see examples of 
their propaganda, | am convinced that the last 
thing they urge is “parenthood”. A far better title for 
the tax-supported organization would be “Free and 
frequent sex for all without responsibility.” 


Last week | saw a movie on sex and teenagers 
made for Planned Parenthood by Syracuse 
University. It is available on loan from PP and is 
used in public schools. The title is “About Sex” and 
it portrays the most outrageous encouragement to 
indiscriminate sex activity that could be offered to 
impressionable young people. It degrades human 
sexuality to lower than animal level, to be used on 
almost any opportunity. | did not say on every 
“conceivable” occasion, because the film’s main 
thrust is how to avoid conception. It was never 
stated that sex within marriage is the norm. 
Marriage was never mentioned, nor was any form of 
discipline nor moral attitude. 


Classroom morality? 


The film uses classroom pester showing 
youngsters talking with their teacher or counselor 
on the subject. In unnecessarily coarse language 
the beauty of sex as an expression of love and 
commitment is destroyed. The main caution given 
throughout the movie is against getting pregnant. 


The only advice given is how to avoid pregnancy. 
It is a crude, distasteful and utterly unredeeming 
presentation of what should be the climax of a 
loving relationship. But love is never mentioned. 
Restraint and respect are never mentioned. 
Masturbation is offered as the alternative to 
interpersonal sexual activity as ‘‘a normal, natural 
thing that almost everybody does.” And the movie 
depicts in degrading graphic terms, young men 
exchanging reports of experiences. 


If such discussions actually take place in public 


schools it is small wonder that there is such a high 
incidence of promiscuous sexual activity outside 
marriage and an alarming rate of venereal disease. 


Even the question of sexual fantasies—il- 
lustrated with what would be X-rated scenes 
under any other conditions—is dealt with as 
“natural” and unavoidable. 


Finally, the movie tells the big lie. A woman 
dressed in surgical green as a doctor, recommends 
abortion as the final alternative to contraception, 
stating that it is a safe and easy procedure “with no 
damage to any of your organs.” And a winsome girl 
tells how easy and pleasant it was to have her 
abortion, “so different from what you were brought 
up to think about abortion.” 


Stop the funds 


On the basis of this film alone, my recommen- 
dation would be to stop public funds going to 
Planned Parenthood, and certainly to withdraw 
their proprietory position in the birth counseling 
business in our cities and counties. PP receives a 
great deal of its funding from the federal 
government which is allocated through county 
administration. Is it not time this was withdrawn? If 
you Can get to see this film, see it. You can be sure 
your children at public school will be given the 
opportunity. 


What worries many Catholics is the ambivalent 
attitude towards PP by some of our Catholic 
counselors. We should not. give any support or 
encouragement to the use of PP facilities by our 
children. Yet so often they are led there by 
harmless—even useful—literature put out by PP 
and which thereby entices young persons to seek 
further advice from the organization which started 
so mildly years ago (and was anti-abortion itself) 
and which has now grown into something of a 
monster, destroying life and morals.

It is, | think, important for us to 
come to some conclusion in a very 


personal way of what is childlike and — 


what is not. Unless you become as a 
little child, you will not enter the 
kingdom of God, Christ said—and just 
where does that lead us? 


| REMEMBER a great deal of time 
and discussion spent in religious 
education classes on the difference 
between “childish” and “childlike.” All 
the things that | was were apparently 
childish; all that | was not, childlike. 
Since | was making every effort at the 
time to reach adulthood as rapidly as 
possible, neither alternative seemed 
particularly attractive. 


Perhaps the fault lay not only in my 
own ignorance of life but also in the 
interpretation of the idea. In any case, 
we argued at length over which 
specific aspects of child personality 
Jesus was referring to. 


Innocence? But is it ever possible to 
“become” innocent? Once lost, can 


innocence be regained? And then, is 
the innocence of childhood not more 
a matter of ignorance and inexper- 
ience than the true innocence of 
Christ, for instance? 


JESUS WAS neither ignorant nor 
lacking experience of evil, but he was 
always apart from it. He gave it no 
power as we do, even in childhood, to 
influence his life. None of the ego- 
stroking seductions of evil moved his 
integral goodness or touched his 
invincible innocence. 


Yet there is something of this kind of 


untouchability in the very young. And : 


what of openness, dependence, 
vulnerability? Children are painfully 
vulnerable people. They are vulner- 
able to fear, hurt, loneliness, betrayal, 
because they are, above all, vulner- 
able to and in love. 


Children have to live in trust. They 
need to be able to trust those who hold 
authority over them; to trust in the 
unfailing love of their parents and in 
the benevolence of others. Simply by 
virtue of being children and therefore 
not yet fully coordinated physically, 
deficient in understanding and limit- 
ed in vision, they are led into depen- 


dency on others. Very early, from the 
moment of birth, they have to learn to 
accept and request help. 


CERTAINLY that is something we 
carry with us into adulthood. But more 
than that and closer to the mystery of 
human nature, is their vulnerability of 
loving. Children, very young children, 
have no real defenses. They have not 
yet learned how to harden themselves 
against the pain of rejection or 
indifference. Because love and ac- 
ceptance are what they are designed 
to give and receive, they are appalling- 
ly open to betrayal and exploitation by 
those who will Neier love nor accept 
them. 


In this they are like Christ. He 
carried no.defense against an un- 
loving world but compassion and 
unfaltering love. He restrained neither 
his giving nor forgiving even when 
surrounded by selfishness and vin- 
dictiveness. 


He gives of himself so readily, so 
tenderly, so trustingly and generously 
that his victimization seems inevita- 
ble. But he is never really a victim. 
Innocence such as his is unconquera- 


ble, indestructible. On the contrary, it 
challenges and threatens the self- 
interest and “worldly wisdom” that 
motivitates so much of the lives of his 
beloved people. 


IF HES, in truth, calling us to such 
vulnerable innocence so that we may 
enter the kingdom of God, then we 
must be prepared to concede that 
other childlike quality of dependence, 
dependence upon the will of his 
Father. Without complete submission 
to God’s love and guidance, such a 
calling would not only seem impossi- 
ble to attain, but nonsensical. - 


If we are to be childlike in the sense: 
that children are Christlike, the only 
shield available to us is that of love— 
God’s love surrounding us, our love 
reaching out beyond ourselves—our 
only defense, compassion, our resis- 
tance, personal goodness. 


As a child’s loving relationship with 
its parents strengthens and matures 


it, so Christ’s power and impregna- * 


bility arose from his intensely intimate 
union with his Father. In the same 
way, | think, we are called to a 
Christlike, childlike Telelprisyie with 
God. -

‘Very rare’ right to dissent 


On page 12 of the Southern Cross of May 
4, criticism of church teaching is treated, 
and the question is asked (in the homily of 
Bishop Juan Arzube): “Under what 
conditions, then, is dissent from ordinary 
church teaching legitimate?” 


Father Francis Connell, CSR, an out- 
standing Catholic theologian, in his work, 
“Outlines of Moral Theology,” wrote: 


“With religious assent we hold those 
truths which are authoritatively but not 
infallibly proposed by the church. The 
Catholic must give to these an internal 
assent, based on the fact that the 
authoritative teaching power ofthe church 
is assisted by the Holy Ghost and that the 
proponents of such doctrines take every 
precaution to insure the truth of their 
statements. 


“Hence, a Catholic would ordinarily 
commit a grave sin of disobedience if he 
refused to accept such teachings, inter- 
nally as well as externally. We say 
“ordinarily” because, in the case of one 
who is an expert in a particular subject, it 
is possible that in a very rare instance he 
may have good grounds for doubting or 
denying one of these teachings. In that 


event, it is his duty to communicate his | 


objections privately to the teaching 
authority, and to be silent publicly rather 
than contradict what has been taught.” 


Notice his restrictions—”an expert in a 
particular subject,” and “in a very rare 
instance.”

Danger from the Supreme Court

are indeed valid and you do have reason to

be scared of the consequences of Su- 
preme Court rulings that are arbitrary 
definitions of personhood. 


Personhood comes not from the Consti- 
tution of the United States but from the 
Father himself. God gives personhood. It is 
the responsibility of governments to 
respect and defend it. 


The Constitution uses the word “person” - 


or “persons” 34 times. It is the Supreme 


‘Court’s responsibility to define the Consti- 


tution, but | think the definition of 
metaphysical questions like “When does a 
person become a person?” and “What 
constitutes personhood?” is beyond the 
competence of a juridical body that sits as 
the interpreter of civil law. 


We are persons not because the 
Supreme Court says we are, but because 
God made us so. 


The term “person” in civil constitutions 
can be defined for certain limited civil 
effects. But the answer to “When does 
personhood start?” lies in philosophy, 
metaphysics and theology. There has 
been no final answer, but the findings so 


far point to the moment of conception and ~ 


| share that belief. 


- Articles 5 and 14 of the Constitution 
state that no person shall be deprived of 
life without due process of law. It seems 
that the Supreme Court in its decision on 
abortions is condoning the taking of life of 
millions of persons whom the language of 


the Constitution protects. 


So apt was your question: “If the 
Supreme Court can make rulings on what 
it doesn’t know about the beginning of life, 
can it eventually make rulings on what it 
doesn’t know about the end of life?”

'78 reached $2.4 million 
making it the most suc- 
cessful drive since 1972, 
according to the final Stew- 
ardship report.

The average gift of $71 


exceeded last year’s by $4. 


Of the 160 parishes 
participating, 109 reached 
or surpassed their goal. 
Three did not report. 


Ferrie, who ran the pro- 
gram, said, “The response 
has been outstanding from 
the entire diocese.”’ He 
gave special recognition to 
three communities which 
voluntarily participated in 
Stewardship '78. 


FATHER Frederick Gor- 
ka, chaplain of the Polish 
community, asked if Bless- 


ed Maximilian Kolbe Polish 
Mission could be included. 
They set their own goal of 
$1,000 and exceeded it by 
$330. 


New parishes are usually 
exempt from Stewardship 
for their first three to five 
years, but St. Elizabeth 
Seton, Rancho La Costa, 
where Father Frederick 
Florek is pastor, couldn't 
wait.

As with all God’s gifts it is difficult to define 
individuality in terms of threat or blessing. It is 
rather like addressing the question to life 
itself. Individuality, like life—and for that 
matter, the promise of salvation—is some- 
thing we posess from the first moment of 
existence. 


We are conceived, born, live, die and enter 
into eternity as individuals, special and 
distinct. in person, mission and relation- 
ship to God. Individuality, as Carl Jung puts 
it, is the unique, singular essence of being 
which makes us not so much different from 
others—although it .does that—as more 
wholly the person we are meant to be. 


IN ITSELF it neither threatens nor 
blesses, but is a fact of being. It is what we do 
with it that decides how we are affected by it. 
Like salvation, if we are to claim it to the 
fullest, we need to understand what it means 
and recognize the obligation to activate and 
realize it in our lives. One could say that it lies

latent, embryonic, until we call it into maturity 
in ourselves.

People must be free to

Although freedom has always been a 
Christian ideal in theory, it has been a difficult 
one to put in practice by politicians and 
churchmen of all persuasions. 


We know that Romans persecuted the 
early Christians and refused them freedom of 
religion. But then Christians adopted a hard 
line against persons of other religions once 
the power was in their hands. 


THE REFORMATION is a sorry tale of 
deprivation of religious freedom by both 
Protestants and Catholics. Think of Bloody 


Mary Tudor in England and the ruthless 
Thomas Cromwell in Ireland. In our own day, 
statutes against Catholics still exist on the 
books in Switzerland and similar statutes 
against Protestants are on the books in Spain. 


While neither of these countries implement 
their outdated laws to any great extent, 
neither have they struck them from the 
record. Totalitarian regimes, such as Russia 


and Communist China pay lip service to” 


freedom of religion, but in fact curtail its 
expansion and make every effort to surpress 
Thee 

Political respectability requires an up-front 
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reflects the brilliance of the soul. The gift is 
gratuitous; all that is required is acceptance, 
but all the same a responsibility is incurred. 


So singular a gift must surely be cherished, 


_ its luster preserved, its facets pondered so 


that the implications become clearer. Surely, 
one would be conscious of an obligation 
beyond mere gratitude, to prove worthy of 
the vision and bring that sparkling and 
beautiful image to reality in oneself. 


And this entails a lifetime of reflection and 
steady growth in self-knowledge, an increas- 
ing awareness of how we stand before God. 
It means facing responsibility for what we do 
and the kind of person we are, not in a 
negative, breast-striking, “mea culpa” sense, 


. but inthe assurance that we have the capacity 


to shape ourselves and our lifestyle more 
nearly to what we are meant to be. 


TODAY MORE than ever, we need to 
understand the nature of individuality. We are 
involved in a terrible negation of the individual 
in the reliance on computerization and mass 
control systems in almost every level of 


~~ 
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society. More and more, too, the moral 
responsibility of individuals is being replaced 
by welfare programs and public organizations 
or government policy. 


Insidiously, this affects our view of 
ourselves as persons of individual worth, 
capable of making viable decisions on the 
things that matter. We who are Christians are 
immeasurably fortunate in that our individual- 
ity is reinforced in our faith. 


The gospel message is intensely personal, 
calling for an individual response and 
constantly reaffirming the importance of each 
person in God’s view. And in Christ we can 
observe an individuality honed to perfection, 


one so in harmony with God’s life in him that _ 


they are utterly one. 


The call to individuality is a call to 
spirituality. If there are risks attached they are 
those that always accompany the pursuit of 
truth in a faithless world. And if we are to 
develop our individual maturity and finally 
realize God’s image in us, we really have no 
option but to respond with all that we are.

THE INQUISITION may have happily 


disappeared, but the issue of religious 
freedom is still very much alive. Vatican 
Council II felt it was so important that it 
devoted one of its major decrees to the 
matter. In the course of two years, five 
corrected versions of the text were produced. 


The council Fathers publically debated the 
issue three times, during which 120 speeches 
were made. 


The document, in effect, removes the note 
of compulsion from religious beliefs and 
practices. It eliminated the double standard of 
demanding freedom for Catholics in a 
country where they are a minority, while 
denying a similar freedom for other religious 
minorities in countries where Catholics are in 


control. It speaks of religious freedom as a . 


human right, of the limits of government in 
matters religious and theological in which 
religious freedom is to be understood. 


ONE WAY to see the dramatic difference 
in thinking on the matter of religious freedom 
is to compare a statement from the Synod of 
Toulouse (1299) and its treatment of heretics 
and the far different teaching of Vatican II. 

Synod of Toulouse—“Whoever allows a

heretic to stay on his property either for . 


money or any other cause, if he confesses or 


is convicted, loses his property forever, and — 
his body is to be handed over to the civil 


authority for punishment. The house where a 
heretic is found must be torn down and the 
property must be confiscated. 


“If anyone who is tainted with heresy, freely 
gives up the heresy, he is not allowed to live in 
the house where he formerly lived, in case the 
house is under suspicion of heresy.” 


Vatican II—“The human person has a right 
to religious freedom. This freedom means 
that all men are to be immune from coercion 
on the part of individuals or social groups and 
of any human power, in such wise that in 
matters religious no one is to be forced to act 
in a manner contrary to his own beliefs... 


“ALL PEOPLE are boundtoadheretothe . 


truth, once it is known, and to order their 
whole lives in accord with the demands of 
truth. However, men cannot discharge these 
obligations in a manner in keeping with their 
own nature unless they enjoy immunity from 
external coercion as well as psychological 
freedom.” ‘ 


The inspiring words of Vatican II should be 
a warrant for all people of good will to look for 
the truth, while at the same time to be aware 
of the freedom this demands and the struggle 
it requires. For freedom, Jesus has set us free. 
May we seek it and-use it wisely. 


A modern Jesuit leaves 
his stamp on history

The early 1960’s were known in some 
circles as the Johannine Age, profoundly 
influenced as they were by Pope John XXiIllin 
Rome, John F. Kennedy in Washington, and 
Jesuit Father John Courtney Murray. 


You may never have heard of John 
Courtney Murray (1904-1967). Theologians’ 
names do not appear in the news media 
frequently, but their quiet work has an impact 
far beyond what the public imagines. 


MURRAY WORKED and suffered for 
years to formulate a realistic doctrine of 
religious freedom and the church-state 
relationship. The result was Vatican. II’s 
historic “Declaration on Religious Freedom,” 
a doctrine which brought together American 
experience and classical Roman theory in a 
long overdue alliance. 


Born in New York, he was educated at 
Boston College, Woodstock College (Md.) 
and the Gregorian University in Rome. At 
Woodstock he formed a deep, lasting

Daily prayer can help us 


grow more truly human

A businessman in Ohio rises on Wednes- 
day mornings at 5:30, showers and shaves, 
then drives to his church for an hour of 
scripture study. He and his dozen Presbyter- 
ian colleagues have regularly met at the 6:30 
starting time for over a year. 

Their backgrounds are diverse, but they 
discovered this common, prayerful reading of 
God's word has led them to a loving concern 
for each other’s individual needs. 


A LIMOUSINE driver at the St. Louis 


airport plugs a tape deck into the cigarette 


lighter of his Jarge van. This is not particularly 
unusual, but the stack of recordings on the 
dash board are all gospel songs. Moreover, 
the driver does not hesitate to say “Praise the 
Lord” or tell. the passengers about his 
conversion to Jesus or stress how his 
approach to life and others has changed. 


A married woman and mother in her early 
30s, living near Los Angeles, gets up before 
her spouse and children at daybreak. In quiet 
and aloneness, she then reads the Bible and 
prays for a solid hour. Once alienated from 
church, this daily prayerful study has restored 
great peace to her inner life and deepened her 
love for the family. 


Those cross-country etamaics ‘typify the 
interest in Bible reading and common prayer 
which has swept over the United States 
during the past decade. Many Roman 
Catholics, more scripturally oriented since 


Vatican II, have likewise been caught up in - 


this praiseworthy movement. 


IN A PRACTICAL paperback, “Reading 
Scripture as the Word of God,” (Servant 
Books, 237 North Michigan, South Bend, Ind. 
46601), George Martin suggests several 
specific ways to help us in our approach. 

First of all, he recommends 15 minutes 
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Father Murray to work on a serious study of 
the Catholic position on church-state 
relations. The published results alarmed the 
traditionalists, who used the American 
Ecclesiastical Review to publish their 
sometimes acrimonious reactions. 
position was the generally accepted one. 


IT HELD THAT both church and state 
were perfect societies, each with its own 
sphere of competence. However, since the 
church is supernatural as well as natural, it is 


by nature and purpose superior to the state. 
- Ideally, there should be one religion in the 


world, the Roman Catholic, and it should be 
the state religion. 


Realistically, however, when this is not the 
case, as in the United States, religions should 
be protected by the state, especially minority 
religions like Roman Catholicism. This 
smacked of illogical opportunism, with the 
church demanding religious freedom when it 
was a minority while not admitting religious 
freedom in principle. 


Murray’s position was that church-state 
relations were historically conditioned in 
every age and could not be absolutized. One 
could not take the situation that existed in the 
Christian Middle Ages, a situation which was 
itself determined by historical circumstances, 
and make it the absolute, unalterable, divinely 
ordained standard. 


THEOLOGY SIMPLY cannot_ ignore 
history. It should work out a set of principles 
that would so transcend history as to be 
validly applicable to a wide variety of 
situations. 


The state has no authority to coerce men in 


their choice of a creed, likewise the church in 
its spiritual mission does not rely on the 


Their 
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power of the state for its development and life. 
The church is entitled to freedom to preach 
the gospel and to appeal to conscience. 


If religious freedom is to make any sense, it 
should be rooted, not in variable historical 
circumstances, but ultimately in the dignity of 
the human person. While it is true that “error 
has no rights,” it is likewise true that error is 
rarely found in the abstract. It always exists in 
persons, and persons in error,. precisely 
because they are persons, do have rights. 


UNABLE TO counter his arguments 
rationally, opponents played their hole card. 
They drummed up enough support in Rome 
to have him silenced. Word came from his 
superiors in 1954 that he was no longer to 
write anything on the subject. He could have 
rebelled, but he did not. He never even 
referred to the ban. 


In his continued teaching at Woodstock, he 
concentrated on a different area, the problem 
of God. His fortitude and humble obedience 
were rewarded when he was asked to 
participate in Vatican II as a peritus 
(theological expert). 

Here he made a singular contribution, 
winning the admiration of all. The American 
hierarchy, which had always been sympathe- 
tic to his position, rallied to it and sponsored 
its adoption by the council in the landmark 
“Declaration on Religious Freedom.” 


OF THE DOCUMENT, Father Albert 
Broderic was to say that its chief sponsors 
were the American bishops, its chief source 
American experience. It really affirmed a 
basic Christian principle: the dignity of the 
human person. A document of which to be 
proud; a man of whom to be proud and to 
whom to be grateful: 


daily reading of scripture. The reader during 
such a session should neither seek “to covera 
certain amount of material nor...attempt to 
milk the last ounce of meaning from every 
single verse.” 


Instead, Martin views this as “careful 
reading, with pauses to reflect on the meaning 
of what is being read. It is slow reading, 


leisurely reading, with attention to detail and . 


nuance. It is reading with a deliberate yet 
natural pace, that allows us to linger over a 
single striking verse-or thought before 
countinuing on.” 


WHY 15 MINUTES? Five minutes, 
according to Martin, “is too little to really 
immerse oneself in the word of God; a half an 
hour is too long for most of us _to sustain an 
alert and a prayerful reading, at least in the 
beginning.” 

Secondly, the author urges study of the 
Bible. “God does not call all of us to become 
scripture scholars, but he does expect us to 
use the means available to better understand 


his word to us.” 


I have found an examination of the day’s 
assigned readings for mass as found in the 
lectionary, done with the aid of a commen- 
tary, a simple way to begin. This procedure, 
which requires only 15 to 30 minutes, has 
proved very beneficial for both my individual 
prayer life and my weekday preaching, 


Martin, finally, encourages Christians to 
pray with the Bible. One way is to “read a 
portion from scripture, then think about it, 
then respond to God in prayer:” 


There are, of course, unlimited other 
methods for praying in general: and, more 
specifically, with scripture. George Martin 
reminds us, however, of the Our Father, of 
New and Old Testament prayers or hymns of 
adoration and praise, and particularly of the 
psalms. 

Individual, prayerful study of. the Bible 


eventually should lead us to a greater love and 
concern for our neighbor.

Kung hopes dispute with bishops is settled

His dispute with the German bishops over his 
book “On Being a Christian” is now over, Father 
Hans Kung hopes. 


During its course the German bishops issued 
three statements criticizing the Swiss theolo- 
gian for failing to do justice to some of the 
church’s central teachings about Jesus Christ. 
They were particularly concerned with the 
teaching of the Council of Chalcedon in 451 
that Jesus is truly God and truly man. 


TO BACK UP their third and final statement, 
the bishops published some of the letters that 
had passed between Father Kung and the 
German Bishops’ Conference, along with other 


‘documents. 


The theologian’s response was to publish a 
much fuller selection of documentation, a 
volume of nearly 400 pages, edited by a 
colleague of his at the University of Tubingen. It 
includes, among other things, the full text of the 
four-hour-discussion he had with representa- 
tives of the German Bishops’ Conference in 
Stuttgart in January, 1977. 


Father Kung has also now published his book 
“Does God Exist?” It is. meant to complement 
and balance his earlier book and was promised 
by Father Kung as part of the agreement they 
reached in Stuttgart. He referred to the 
forthcoming book when the bishops wanted to 
pin him down with answers to a series of 
questions put by Cardinal Joseph Hoffner of 
Cologne in a letter in April, 1977. 


The questions raised were: 


—“Is Jesus Christ the uncreated, eternal Son 
of God, consubstantial with the Father? 


—“Do you assent unconditionally (but 
allowing for all necessary elucidation and 
elaboration) to the church’s avowal that Jesus 
Christ is true man and true God? 


—“Does not a return to the ‘perspective of the 
first disciples’ demand the mediation of the 
church’s living awareness of faith? 


—“Is the church's confession of faith—e.g. in 
Jesus being the Son of God—the datum that the 
theologian has to interpret with the help of all 
the methodological means at his disposal? Or 
does a hypothetical historical reconstruction 
present in your eyes a sufficient approach on its 
own and by itself to the theological under- 
standing of Jesus Christ?” 


As this final question shows, what worries the 
German bishops is that Father Kung may be 
short-circuiting the church’s tradition and, as it 
were, going behind it to start afresh from the 
New Testament in a way that they see as 
threatening to make the church and its role of 
guarding the faith redundant.

CONTROVERSIAL PRIEST-AUTHOR—

What worries Father Kung is that the men and

from the past instead of the living word of God. 
“The mere repetition of the doctrinal formula- 
tions of the past does not help men and women 
of today in the difficulties they experience in 


believing,” he said in his response to the 


German bishops’ second statement. 


TALKING at his home in Tubingen, West 
Gemany, he stressed that, far from rejecting 
what the councils have defined throughout the 
church’s history, his whole aim has been to 
explain what they meant in a positive way that 
makes sense to people today. 


“But we cannot maintain what these councils 
were concerned to maintain if we stick to the 
letter of what they said,” he said. “We cannot 
simply repeat formulas about nature, hyposta- 
sis, person and so on if people do not 
understand these terms in the same way. 
And so we have to take these definitions 
ee to the spirit and not according to the 
etter.” 


He said his intention behind publishing the 
entire documentation of the controversy—a 
move that drew protests from the German 
bishops—was to put a stop to the procedure of 
statement and counter-statement. 


“| DO NOT FIND it helpful to spend all the 
time exchanging letters and public declara- 
tions on things which have to be clarified in a 
different way,” he said. 


He said he hoped, too, that both the Getiah 
bishops and the Vatican’s Doctrinal Congrega- 
tion would see that it was not the right way of 
going about things to put catechism questions 
to theologians on such complex matters. 


It is not enough, he said, merely to give 
catechism answers to the problems raised by 
modern scripture study and to the questions 
asked by modern men and women. “For 
instance, | do not deny that Jesus is the Son of 
God,” he added. “But we have to explain how 
‘the Son of God’ has to be understood.” 


IN FACT, right at the end of his latest book, 
“Does God Exist?” (still in the process of being 
translated into English), there is to be found a 
firm acceptance of the Chalcedonian doctrine 
that Jesus Christ is truly man and truly God and 
a solid affirmation that Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God. 


But this comes around page 751, after Father 
Kung has grappled with all the obstacles to 
belief in God thrown up by the intellectual 
history of the Western world in the past three 
centuries.

Another reason the Swiss theologian was not 
prepared to give short answers to the German 
bishops’ questions was that he did not want to 
give the impression of behaving the way people 
do in an authoritarian society, accepting 
statements and then explaining afterwards that 
these have to be understood differently—or, as 


some theologians reacted to the papal encycli- —- 


cal on birth control, beginning by making due 
obeisance to its status as a document of the 
church's ordinary teaching authority but 
ending by trying to leave its arguments in 
shreds. 


“1 HAVE ALL the time fought for truthfulness 
in theology and in the church,” said Father 
Kung. “If we disagree with some church 
doctrine we have to say so Clearly, and if we 
interpret it in a new way we have to say so 
clearly too. 


“We must not cover the whole process up as if 
we did not want to correct ourselves. It is no 
shame to make corrections, but it is ashame to 
cover them up.” 


Meanwhile Father Kung’s presentation of 
Christianity, his understanding and interpreta- 
tion what it is all about, has had a popular 
reception. The German edition of “On Being a 
Christian” has sold more than 160,000 copies. 


Best-seller status itself is no guarantee of 
arthodoxy, but it does suggest that Father Kung 
has presented Jesus Christ in a way that makes 
him alive and credible for the people of today. 


Says woman journalist 


‘New abortion law is 
Italian ‘machismo’ 


TURIN, Italy (NC)—A women on the staff of the Turin 
daily, La Stampa, has charged that Italy's new liberal 
abortion law is an example of traditional Italian 
“machismo” that “offers advantages only and exclusively 
to men.” 


In the form of a letter to the editor, La Stampa journalist 
Laura Bergagna disagreed (May 25) with the new law, 
passed by Parliament six days earlier, which allows 
abortion virtually on demand in the first three months of 
pregnancy. 


THE LAW IS “the last (we hope) victory of 3,000-year-old 
Italian machismo,” Bergagna wrote. 


It frees men, she said, from “the last thousandth of 
responsibility in an act that is accomplished in awareness 
by two people. The responsibility from now on will weigh 
totally on the already overburdened shoulders of women.” 


The new law placed on a woman the “obligation” to 
choose whether or not to kill her child but does not give her 
a right to make such a choice, Bergagna said. 


“WHAT IS IN the womb of the mother is a complete 
child, living, with a heart that beats,” she said. “It is a 
human being who wants to be born, to grow, to play, to 
enjoy, to suffer, to be loved and to love, in sum to play his 

_ Part in this fascinating theater that is the world.” 


The La Stampa journalist said that the abortion law, 
coupled with the divorce law passed in Italy several years 
ago, allows. a man to use his wife without taking 
responsibility for his actions “and if, after several 
abortions, she is finally physically and psychologically a 
rag (abortions don’t make a woman flourish)...to throw her 
out, indeed even without a character reference.” 


Bergagna attributed the passage of the new abortion law 


in part to what she called the “visceral anti-clericalism” of _ 


Italians who want a secular state but who, she said, have 
not thought out whether a secular, civil society should 
protect the right to life “in its most defenseless phase.”
